POSTMASTER OR WITH ANY 
MAIL CARRIER, 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Post- 
master-General Burleson has made 
public the programme under which 
the postoffices will act in distribut- 
ing surplus army foodstuffs by par- 


“Postmasters,” he said, “will post 
notices in the lobbies of their main 
Offices and stations, if any, and se- 
cure, without expense to the depart- 
ment, as complete notices in local 
newspapers as possible. This public- 
ity should be started on August 15. 
The sale or taking of orders will be- 
gin August 18,” 

In his order issued to local post- 
masters, the Postmasetr - General 
gives instructions as to how the or- 
ders are to be taken from customers, 
the foodstuffs requisitioned from the 
army stations and then distributed 
to purchasers. 
“The prices quoted in the list are 
the unit costs to the consumer, to 
which must be added postage at the 
parcel post rate on the total gross 
weight of the order from the zone 
surplus property officer at the par- 
Ucular office to which hig State is 
assigned, as shown in the list given 
below,” says the order. 
“The yexact cost of each item to 


the postmaster by adding to the 
‘price per can, te.,“ the proper 


instance, an office located in the 
first or second zone from the supply 
depot can show that of the first 
item, bacon, packed six twelve-pound 
cans to the case—the price per can 
to the consumer would be $4.33; 
the parcel post rate on 102 pounds 
(the total weight of the case) be- 
ing 5 cents for the first pound and 
1 cent for each additional pound, 
amounting to a total of $1.06. As 
there are six cang to the case, the 
proportionate amount to be added 
to the cost of each can would be 18 
cents. On the second item—beef, 
corned, packed 48 No. 1 cans to 
the case—the parce) post rate would 
be 69 cents on the case in the first 
and second zones, or 1% cents per 
can, or 2 cents where the consumer 
ordering only one can. These prices 
should be worked out by each post- 
master before publication of any no- 
tices, if possible. 
“All orders from mers must 
be accompanied with the h, which 
must include total cost of order and 
parcel post charges. No special or- 
der form for the use of consum- 
ers will be provided. Consumers 
must order in writing and itemize 
the foodstuffs desired so that post- 
masters may readily determine the 
exact charge to be made. 
“Carriers in the city or rural de- 
livery service may accept orders in 


copy of the order given to a car- 
rier on which the carrier will receipt 
for cash paid. When the carrier 
turns an arder into the main office 
or station he should be given a re- 
ceipt for cash by the postmaster or 
superintendent of the sttaion. 
“The orders received at the main 
office, whether from consumers di- 
rect, from carriers or from substa- 
tions, must be filed in the order re- 
ceived, as in case of a shortage of 
any item or items the first orders 
received will be given preference, 
and on any orders that cannot be 
filled the money paid will be refund- 
ed to consumers promptly.”

“It should be remembered, that 
always, when the government of 
Mexico has had knowledge of any 
offense it has pursued the presum- 
ally guilty parties. The pursuit in 
such a case surely is not the same 
as that ordinarily made in cities in 
the case of ordinary crimes, because 
the circumstances are different in a 
populous community. In the lat- 
ter it is relatively easy to identify 
the guilty party, while in unin- 
habited places the band which com- 
mitted the offense is located and pur- 
sued, is overtaken and as many as6 
possible are killed, without gener- 
ally being able to identify the 
really guilty party, because, even 
within the band of offenders itself 
it is impossible to determine as 
might be supposed which projectile 
of a volley caused a murder. The 
recent Correll case proves that the 
Mexican government, following this 
procedure, which is the only pos- 
sible one, is displaying the greatest 
activity, because immediately after 
this murder it was reported forces 
left in pursuit of the band and killed 
four of the villains. 

“The Mexican government has 
been co tly preoccupied with 
the pacification of the republic and 
as a first step has destroyed the 
principal rebel groups and has con- 
quered the most notorious leaders, 
as is demonstrated by the“ conclu- 
sion of the recent Villa moment.

If the government of the 
United States wishes ite citizens tv 
enjoy greater protection, the Mexi- 
can government, enxioysly desiring 
as ever a good understanding be- 
tween both governments, suggest 
the desirability that citizens of the 
United States concentrate in the 
populous places ‘where complete 
guarantees may be offered them and 
that these citizens, when they find 
it necessary to visit the dangerous

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BELGIAN LAWYER HAS 
HATRED FOR LANCKEN. 


FORMER COUNSELLOR FOR 
AMERICAN LEGATION MAY 
SEE TYRANT TRIED. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE! 

BRUSSELS, July 12. —— If Baron 
von der Lancken-Walkenitz, Civil 
Governor and regarded by many as 
the real ruler of Belgium during the 
German occupation, is brought to 
trial at the Old Bailey in London. 


there wili be present an accuser 
whom Lancken tried to send to the 
firing squad at the Tir National. 
That man is Gaston de Leval, @ 
Belgian attorney, legal counsellor of 
the American Legation and special 
aid to the American Ambassador, 
Brand Whitlock and Hugh Gibson, 
secretary of the American Legation, 
during those dark days of the Ger- 
man occupation in Belgium. 

There is bitter hatred between 
Baron Lancken and the Belgian at- 
torney. who risked his life in his 
attempt to save Miss Edith Cavell, 
the British nurse, from execution. 
Had it Rot been for the interven- 
tion of Ambassador Whitlock and 
Mr. Gibson a firing quad might 
have entertained De Leval on the 
morning of October 21, 1915. 

De Leval accompanied Mr. Gib- 
son when, on October 11, the Ameri- 
can secretary went to protest to Von 
der Lancken against execution of the 
death sentence upon Miss Cavell. 
While the Spanish Minister, the 
Marquis of Villalobar, was urging 
with Von der Lancken, who refused 
to intervene, the German caught 
sight of De Leval and exclaimed: 
“There is an enemy subject; what is 
he doing here?” Marquis Villalobar 
and Mr. Gibson immediately recog- 
nized that Lancken was attempting 
to create a diversion and requested 
De Leval to withdraw. The latter 
refused, saying, I half live to 
prosecute you at your trial.” Lanck- 
en asked Gibson to dismiss De Leva! 
from the service of the American 
Legation. Gibson refused. ; 

A few days later Lancken came 
raging to the American Legation, 
bearing a copy of an English paper 
with @ story of the execution of 
Mies Cavell, including Mr. Whit- 
lock’s report to the State Depart- 
ment, Gibson's narrative of the 
events and De Leval's legal conclu- 
sions. 

“This man De Leva) will have to 
be removed from the American Le- 
gation,” said Lancken, “Under mili- 
tary law he should ‘be tried by a 
court-martial. I would recommend 
that the most severe penalty be vis- 
ited upon him.” 

On October 21, 1915, Lancken re- 
turned to the legation and demand- 
ed that De Leval be given up. Mr. 
Whitlock refused. De Leval went to 
London where he remained through- 
out the war. 

Lancken's parting sally to De 
Leval was: “We shalt meet again.” 
De Leva] retorted: “I am sure the 
pleasure will be all mine.” And now 
they may meet at the Old Bailey. 


TELLS ATTITUDE OF 
MEXICO ON OIL LANDS. 


DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE 
AND LABOR TEDIS OF RE- 


QUIREMENTS. 


(SPECIAL CORREPSONDENCE.} 

MONTEREY (Mex.) Aug. 7.—Rc- 
plying to a recent statement by the 
Panuco-Boston Oil Company, which 
has large petroleum holJings in the 
Tampico district, that “President 
Carranza has issued an order forbid- 
ding foreign companies from con- 
tinuing to sink welk,“ the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor of the 
Mexican Government makes the fol- 
lowing official explanation: 

“All petroleum enterprises oper- 
ating in Mexico are compelled by 
law to file a statement of the prop- 
erties which they porsess, witn the 
object of assessing the amount oe 
taxes which they ought to pay there- 
on, in accordance with the decree up- 
on this subject. promulgated by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. The 
companies which claim that the tax 
in question is confiscatory have re- 
fused absolutely to file these state- 
ments alluded to, and which would 
also serve to effectively prove the 
possegsion of the lauds which figure 
in their contracts. Tt is believed 
that the probable cause for thus re- 
fusal is that mary of these lands 
have not been legally acquired and 
the companies fear that they may 
be dispossessed of them on that ac- 
count. The companies that have 
not respected the directions of the 
Secretary of the Treasury are oper- 
ating irregularly and for that rea- 
son they have been forbidden to pur- 
sue their development work, such as 
the sinking of wells. 

“The Aguila il Company (and 
other ‘companies as well) has made 
the regular manifestation of its prop- 
erties that is required, accompanied 
by the documenis showing its own- 
ership of the lands which it posses- 
ses, but although it has not paid a 
cent of the taxes tmposed, permis- 
sion to sink new wells has not been 
@enied it, nor to exploit those 41 
ready in production. It can be seen 
that it is the palpable desire of the 
petroleum compan'‘es that refuse to 
make the manifestations required to 
falsify the acts and requirements 
in order to create a bad impreseion 
against the Mexican yovernment. 
and hence they unjustly accuse it 
of inaugurating the work of con- 
fiacation of the lands of the foreign 
com panies. 

“All of the companies which com 
ply with the orders of the govern- 
ment enjoy, as is natural, all the 
privileges which they may ask, but 
this does not apply to those which 
demonstrate hostility.” 


EXCUSE FOR VOIDING

‘VOODOOS SACRIFICE 
THREE CUBAN INFANTS. 


LYNCHING OF SIX SLAYERS 18 
FIRST IN THE HISTORY OF 
THE COUNTRY. 


[Lr FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. | 
HAVANA (Cuba) July 22.-—With 
the recent sudden outbreak of can- 
nibalistic practices by voodoo 
worshipers, which have resulted in 
the deaths of at least three innocent 


children and a half-dozen of the 
Voodoos, the latter by the applica- 
tion of “lynch” law for the first 
time in this country’s history, fathers 
and mothers are living in constant 
fear that their little ones may be 
spirited away by the superstitious 
negroes to be offered up in sacrifice 
to “Chango,” the gat of the “Bru- 
Jos. as they are called in the Cas- 
tilian language. 

The Voodoos are divided in vari- 
ous eects, each with its separate 
god. The latter include Baba 
gueye,” god of sickness; Flecua,“ 
god of injury; “Olerrun,” god of 
misery, and “Chango,” the terrible 
god, to whom humaa sacrifices are 
made. 

“Chango,” according to the Voo- 
doo belief, was the son of Olorrun 
and Anaragua. He was slain by 
Elecua, the “god of injury.” and 
ascended into heaven fro ma Ceiba, 
or god-tree, in the month of May. 
It is in the month of May, therefore, 
that the Brufos observe their holy 
week when Chango la expected to 
make a weekly visit to the earth, 
descending by the Ceiba, his sacred 
tree, always on Mondav. 

The following of Elecua do not 
directly offer human sacrifices, al- 
though their healers eacrifice: the 
lives of some patients, by giving 
them poisonous concoctions, sup- 
posedly a mysterious cure for some 
ailment, in order to restore to health 
some other patient. Filecua being 
the “god of injury.” hi« followers 
believe that good can come to one 
person only through tajury to an- 
other. 

Voodooism is not practiced by the 
negroes alone. Many white persons 
also are said te secretly take part 
in their religious meetings and ac- 
cusations have been heard inp vari- 
ous quarters of the difficulties en- 
countered by officers seeking. to 
break up their temples because of 
the obstacles placed in their war 
by persons of influence. 

An active campaign by the author- 
tles in Havana and other parts of 
the island have resulted in the cap- 
ture of numerous “Rrujos” and the 
seizure of many curious and weird 
objects used by them. 


BELGIAN INDUSTRIES 
BEING RECONSTRUCTED 


[A P. FOREIGN CORBEBPONDENCE | 
BRUSSELS, June 22.— Henry M. 
Mortzan, American High Trade Com- 
missioner in Belgium, has established 
a commercig! organization here to 


aid in the reconstruction of Belgian 
industries. He announces that this 
organization is at the disposal of 
all merchants and man:ifacturers in 
Belgium and America. 

To an Associated Press corre- 
spondent Mr. Morgan said that. in 
view of what the Beigians already 
have accomplished, he 0d not feel 
discouraged over industrial condi- 
tions in this country. “On the con- 
trary,” he said, I feel curtain that 
they will carry their reconstruction 
programme through to a successfu) 
conclusion. I notice an intense cul- 
tivation of the soll which will result 
in the next crop nearly equa! 
to pre-war crops. 

“Virtually all the glase factories 
in the country now are in operation 
and thirty per cent. of the textile 
looms now are busy spinning rae 
cotton arriving from the United 
States. 

“It is estimated that the loan of 
600,000,000 francs which American 
bankers have agreed to extend to 
Belgium will go a long way toward 
reconstruction. It abo will have a 
beneficial effect upon the purchase 
price of the franc which at the pres- 
ent time is very low. Repayment 
of this loan is not to commence un 
til 1930. It is only by rapidly butla- 
ing her mills that Belgium can hope 
to pay back this loan in the produe- 
tion of her manufactured goods.” 

Mr. Morgan said it was estimated 
that the Germans had carried away 
one-third of the Belgian live stock. 
Experts of the United tales Depart: 
ment of Agriculture have arrived 
from America to ald the Beigian 
Ministry of Agriculture in shipping 
breeding stock to Belgium. 

“It is my understand'ng,” added 
Mr. Morgan, “that preparations now 
— for sending a feet 
of thirty vessels, each carrying liv 
stock.” *

OYSTER FARMING 
IN WASHINGTON. 


— — 


The State of Washington has a 
peculiar oyster. It is a native bivalve 
that figured in Stash potlatch 
festivals centuries befere the first 
white man was seen. in 1913, the 
State Oyster Commission, a newly 
created body, set out to develop the 
oyster industry by scientifically prop- 
agating the small nutritious 
bivalve. 

The State maintains three beds in 
different localities of Puget Sound. 
impetus was given to the project 
three years ago when it was learned 
that eastern oysters, transplanted to 
Puget Sound, would not propagate 
because the water is cold. 

One of the features of crowing 
the native, so-called “Olvmpia,” 
oyster is the preparation of beds. 
Ground must be prepared, for if it 
is soft, the bivalves will gink and 
become smothered. Also, there is 
the problem of making harvesting 
easy, and the protection of the crop

Orders from Police Judge Rich- 
ardson late yesterday afternoon se- 
cured dy Attorneys Thomas P. 
White and Claire Woolwine released 
to thirsty persons 3000 quarts of 
2.75 per cent. beer, and thirty bar- 
rels of the same brew which have 
deen held by the police since a num- 
ber of liquor raids on July 28.

In a carefully prepared address delivered 
in the Senate on Tuesday Senator Lodge 
limited his opposition to certain sections of 
the league covenant, placing himself in line 
with those who favor a ratification of the 
peace treaty with reservations. Neither 
Senator Lodge nor any other Senator with 
unspotted Republican record is opposed to 
our country’s becoming a member of a 
League of Nations to protect the peace of 
the world. 

As the Senatorial discussion progresses . 
there is plainiy shaping itself a policy to 
ratify the peace treaty, including the 
League of Nations; tut to embody in the 
resolution of ratification certain reserva- 
tions and interpretations which will pre 
serve our national tategrity and independ- 
ence. Mr. Taft, Mr. Hughes and Mr. Root 
have poipted out plainly how this may be 
accomplished; and advices from Washing- 
ton are to the effect that two-thirds of the 
Senators will agree to ratification under 
such conditions. It is also becoming daily 
more apparent that a two-thirds majority 
cannot be secured fer ratification without 
reservations. 

Four reservations, or interpretations, are 
regarded as necessary, if not to safecuard 
still further American interests, at least to 
secure the majority necessary for ratifica- 
tion. They are: (1) conditions under which 
any signatory may withdraw from the 
league; (2) an interpretation setting forth 
more clearly than the wording of the pres- 
ent covenant the determination of the Unit- 
ed States to adhere to the Monroe Doctrine 
and not to submit questions wherein it 
would apply to the tribunal of the league: 
(3) stipulating that questiong relating to 
immigration and tariffs are to be dealt 
with nationally instead of internationally: 
(4) a reservation defining the constitution- 
al lmitations which prevent the govern- 
ment from being bound by treaty to take 
part in any future war. A fifth reservation .

No serious objection has been raised to 
the substance of any of these stipulations. 
The opposition is limited to a fear that 
they might not prove acceptable to the 
other powers that joined in negotiating the 
present treaty. It they had appeared in 
the original text it is highly probable that 
the treaty would now be ratified, with Bo- 
Tah, Johnson, Reed and three or four other 
Senators objecting. Fresident Wilson has 
not given any public expression of his at- 
titude in relation to the reservations; but 
those in his councils say that, while he can- 
not advocate reservations without stultify- 
ing hig position as one of the peace com- 
missioners, he would not oppose them if 
they were to appear in the Senate resolu- 
tion of ratification. 

Many of the President's {illusions have 
fallen away like hulls. leaving him the ker- 
nel of experience. He knows that the Amer- 
ican people will grant “omnipotence to no 
man, least of all to a public official. And 
he has learned that dogmatism is repug- 
nant to the American spirit. The respect 
of the American people for their Pregident 
will not be lessened, however, by his yield- 
ing to the advice of the Senate in regard 
to certain treaty provisions. “The Advice 


and Consent of the Senate” is stipulated. 


in the Constitution. And the Seators are 
wholly within their prerogatives in scan- 
ning closely every line and every word of 
the league covenant. 

The Times has always advocated that ad- 
herence to the principle of a League of Na- 
tions as a whole should not be evoked to ex- 
clude proper reservations protecting Amer- 
cas interests.

FISHERMEN WIN 
VICTORY COURT. 


WATERS AROUND CATALINA 
ARE MADE PUBLIC FISH- 
ING GROUND. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, Aug. 
14.—For the first time since the 
Catalina Island fish and game dis- 
trict was created, several years 
ago, purse seine fishermen operated 
on the north side of the island yes- 
terday under protection of the law 
within the three-mile limit from 


shore. 

Superior Judge Works Wednes- 
day granted a temporary restraining 
order, forbidding certain named 
game wardens and officials of the 
State Fish and Game Commission 
from interfering with them. 

The controversy between the 
commercial fishermen and the 
sportemen in Catalina waters is an 
old one. The fishermen charge that 
it was at the instigation of the 
sportemen that the law was adopted 
prohibiting them from fishing in 
Catalina waters with nets. During 
the war they succeeded in getting 
the Food Administration to set 
aside the restrictions. When the 
State Fish and Game Commission 
assumed the jurisdiction exercised 
during the war by the Food Admin- 
istration the use of nets was re- 
stricted to the waters on the south 
side of the island. 

This compromise does not meet 
the approval of the fishermen and 
the canners, who claim the waters 
of Catalina on the north side are the 
Principal source of supply for the 
blue-fin tuna, which is caught in 
great quantities by the big purse 
seines for the canneries, 

The restraining order was ob- 
tained by the Coast Fishing Com- 
pany and the International Pack- 
ing Company, on behalf of 300 fish- 
ermen who have been supplying 
their canneries with tuna.

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WEALTHY SERBIAN „ 
NOW ARE PAUPERS. 


A P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 
BELGRADE, June 19.—In North- 
ern Serbia many families, wealthy 
before the war, have been found by 
officers of the American relief ad- 
ministration and the American Red 
Cross living in stables and chicken 
coops. Thetr homes had been de- 
stroyed by the advancing or retreat- 
ing armies. Their beds were heaps 
of straw covered with burlap. It 
was all that remained as furniture 
in their once pretentious estates. 
They were periniless and had no 

clothing except what they wore. 
The condition of the Serbian peas- 
ants is beyond description. A large 
proportion are homeless Most fami- 
lies have been deprived of their 
wage-earners by death. The mother 
is now obliged to support herself 
and children on what she can pro- 
duce on a farm stripped of its ma- 
chinery and tools. Most of the small 
stores of seed for next sprina’s sow- 

ing were removed by the enemy. 
The Red Cross hospitals are 
crowded with mothers carrying 
emaciated children, old men with 
the infirmities of their years, old 
women bent and misshapen, ond 
young men broken by war. The 
soup kitchens tell the same story.

LONDON, July 8.—Race riots in 
the northern part of England and 
Wales have created a stir through- 
out the country, principally because 
of the novelty of such occurrences 
in these islands. 

Normally there are few negroes 
or aliens with colored skins to be 
seen in Great Britain, but the exi- 
gencies of war caused the importa- 
tion of a large number of them to 
work on seaport docks and to re- 
rut the ranks of manual laborers 
depleted by the call for fighting men, 
They were brought from various 
parts of the world, South Africa 
and the West Indios supplying the 
bulk of them. Many Arabs were also 
imported. 

Repatriation of these colored 
men has been slow, with the conse- 
quence that many demobilized Brit- 
ish soldiers have had what to them 
seemed the bitter experience of See- 
ing strangers engaged at profitable 
employment while they, themselves, 
looked in vain for work. 

Resentment over this state of af- 
fairs seulckly developed into hatred 
when the soldiers observed that the 
strangers were trying to cultivate 
the acquaintance of white girls. A 
number of negroes took white wives. 
A medical officer in the troubled 
district describes the situation as 
very serious, both from a health and 
economic point of view and asserts 
that 409,000 demobolized men are 
still without employment while ne- 
groes are employed. 

Is this not a gross injustice?” he 
asks. It de nothing less than inidut- 
tous that the men who have fought 
for their country should find the 
jobs they need occupied by negroes.”
